YODE EXCELLENCV, LADIES

GENTLEMEN : You have here this even- 
iqg several Americans who have the 
talent of speech and who could make 
an eloquent response to your address. 
I have no such gift, and I never lament- 
ed its absence more than now, when 
there is so much that I want to say 
about joar country, your people and 
your progress. I have not been an in- 
attentive observer of that progress, and 
iu America we have been favored with 
accounts of it from my distinguished 
friend whom yon all know as the friend j 
of Japan, and whom it was my privi- 
lege to send as minister.
